will be sent to Belmont Park and put to jumping. 
The Walden contingent is made up of two-year-n.ils 
by Chilton, and they are ready to race.

Louisville. Ky.. Septemiier 8, — George J. Long, 
local turfman, and one of the Louisville members 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, reached 
home yesterday after unite a s|>ell s|M*nt in the east 
during which he took in tin* Saratoga races and the 
big thoroughbred sales in New York the past week. 
Mr. isnig lost no time in visiting Churchill Downs, 
where lie Inis two strings of horses quartered in 
charge of W. S. Hopkins and Peter Coyne, respec- 
tively. lb* expressed himself as much plcasisl with 
the general condition of his horses and at Churchill 
Downs had the pleasure of seeing a number of his 
yearlings in action. They are a promising lot and 
unusually good track actors. He lias instructed 
trainer Coyne to make every effort to bring Free 
Lance lo The post for his engagements at the local 
courses and al I.atouia this fall. lie said, how- 
ever that if it was concluded la-fore the meeting 
ta*giiis al Douglas Park that Free Lance would not 
again race up to his last form. In* would iiiinie- 
diutel.v withdraw him from training and retire him 
to the stud at Rashford Manor Farm. Trainer Coyne is 
hopeful Mint i ris* Lance will stand his next few 
weeks of training as well as he has gone through liis 
early preparation. 

Mr. Long had some inside information to divulge 
as to the reason Price McKinney, Cleveland million- 
aire steel manufacturer and mining man. inis gone 
in so strongly for thoroughbred breeding. Mr. 
Long and Mr. McKinney have been intimate busi- 
ness friends for a number of years. About six 
weeks ago Mr. Long visited Mr. McKinney at 
Cleveland on one of his business trips to that city 
and tlm latter told him that lie hud made an offer 
tor all the linsaling slock owned by t he estate of 
tile lale J. R. Keene, it seems that Mr. McKinney's 
physician advisisl him to take up some fad for the 
belli til of Ids health, so that he would lx* more in 
the open air. He asked Ihe Cleveland magnate if lie 
liked golf, and Mr. McKinney shook his head. He 
then askisl as to trotting horses, and Mr. McKinney 
replied he preferred an automobile. Then tin* doctor 
suggested thorough brinl race horses. ‘'Well," re- 
plied M. McKinney, ’’that is something I like.” 
The record of I lie reoent. Keene sale demon- 
strates liow Mr. McKinney followed the advice of 
his physician. After lie hail made an offer for the 
entire Castlelon Sind, the tender was turned down 
by Hu- exet-ulor of the Keene estate, who said that 
in justice lo I in* general public lie thought it best 
to offer tin- stud of horses at auction, though the 
Cleveland magnate made a generous offer for the 

ollectloii. Mr Ismg says that Mr. McKinney 

told him lie intended to keep his breeding stud in 
Kentucky and would make frequent visits to the 
farm where the noted horses are now located near 
la xing ton. D is presumed that Mr. McKinney will 
i an the -roilnci of hi* famous stallions and mares.

Dolour and several two-year 
olds, was shipped io Iiexingtoii yesterday from 
Douglas Park. These horses will lie returned to 
Douglas Park at tin* conclusion of Hie fail racing 
season at Lexington.

Inuciug seven trained by Dim Lcliun. two owned by 
r W. F. Schulte and throe horses from tin* stable of 
A B. Spreekelx, twelve head in ail. These will 
la* the last of the horses that will go from either 
of the local tracks Ibis fall to race at Lexington. 

Tommy Carroll's three-year-old. Weyanoke, lias 
tieeii shipped to Lexington. 

There was little work at either of the local 
courses yesterday, shout the best performance lieing 
at Churchill Downs, where Lon Jones tried a couple 
of two-year-olds, the half brother to Sir Dcnrali and 
the hrother t<> Martino H. 31m pair worked five 
eighths in I :<».’{ %. going the first half in 49%. The 
li:i IT brother to Sir Denrah won the trial tiy several 
lengths, lint this performance i« no criterion of the 
merits of the brother to Martino II., as the latter 
is a sluggish colt and carried more weight. 

Lon Bclli-w. who has not been around the local 
tsavka for a number of years, is au arrival here 



and talks as if he intends to break Into racing 
again. Bellew had Joe Clark in his care when that 
performer was beaten in a head finish by Death in 
the Clark Handicap of 1902. He is a eatable mail 
with a horse and whatever he secures to race will 
bear watching. 

James Evcrman has the distinction of having four 
horses in liis stable now quartered at Douglas Park 
in preprint ion for racing during the twenty-one days’ 
of the local fall season, which have won 1<»2 races. 
They are T. M. Green, winner of .'(8 races; Wander, 
which has won 34: Milton It., which has won 21 
and Flora Fina. Which has won 9, all her victories 
having been scored this season. ’I’. M. Green and 
Wander are now seven years old. while Milton B. is 
six and Flora l’ina four years old. AH are in good 
training and racing condition. T. M. Green looking 
unusually well. Trainer Everman hopes to make 
liis race record read fifty wins before he finally 
quits the turf. 

The fast two-year-old. Please Welles, and a year- 
ling owned by trainer G. Moore Johnson, have ar- 
rived here from Columbia. Tenth, and joined the 
Johnson stable in training at Churchill Downs. 

Trainer J. Sweeney, who. since he disposed of liis 
contract on jockey A. Nov ion to John W. Schorr, 
lias had no horses in training, lias arrived here and 
is on the lookout for some youngsters and an older 
horse or I wo which he expects to secure during tie- 
fall meetings at Douglas Park.

Froglcgs is engaged 
in the $3,100 Douglas Park Inaugural Handicap, one 
mile and a sixteenth, to be run on the opening day 
of Hie Douglas Park fall meeting, on Tuesday, 
September 23. He is also entered for the Louisville 
Cup, two miles, which will Is* run on the closing 
day of the Douglas Park meeting.

Stone and Lady Tragreser. which are also owned by 
tin- Tennessee turfman. • The trio were quartered in 
the twenty-stall barn at Douglas Park, which has 
been reserved this fall for this stable. 

W. M. Wallace has reached Douglas Park with 
seven horses, which will remain here until the open- 
ing of tin- fail racing season, as this trainer will 
send none of liis string to Lexington. The seven

High Private, worked a 
liand.v mile in 1:50% at Douglas Park Saturday and 
trainer Hundley Baker was well pleased when Ihe 
gelding pulled up without showing soreness. He is 
regarded now as a sure starter in the $3,500 Douglas 
Park Inaugural Handicap.

The $1,000 gold clip to be given to tlie winner of 
the Kentucky Endurance Stakes, four miles, at 
Churchill Downs October 8. h.v the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, arrived here today from New 
York. It is made of twenty-carat gold and is a 
beauty. 

Tlie racing stables of John J. McCafferty, from 
Ottawa, and E. R. Bradley. O. A. Hianchi. James 
MacMnnils and John E. Mi-dden, from Saratoga, 
arrived at the Kentucky Association course last 
night.

OFF FOR CHILI WITH THOROUGHBREDS. 

New York, September 8. — M. A. Silver, of Jersey 
City, formerly a jockey, now an exporter of race 
horses, sailed Saturday on the Pastures of the United 
Fruit line, which cleared for Kingston, Colon and 
other ports. 

“I have twelve colts on the forward deck.” said 
Mr. Silver. “They are valuable animals whose sire 
was Cyclades. Tlie sire of Cyclades was C.vllene. 
Cyllenc was the sire of the winner of four or five 
Epsom Derbys. I am taking the animals to Chill 
and have come to the conclusion that the big field 
in liorse racing is in South America. 

‘The old bullfights are being supplanted by horse 
racing, and that sport is making quick inroads in 
Chili and Brazil. In the Argentine they are produc- 
ing an individual type of horse, thanks to the im- 
portation of horses from England and France. Tlie 
t.v|ie being developed in tlie Argentine is ebaraetcris- 
tie of the hunter. Tile horses that are tielng im- 
ported into Argentine are Valuable animals. Excel 
lent priees are paid there for good horses and none 
but the best are taken.” 



Montreal. Que., September 8. — Stirring contests 
were the order at Blue Bonnets this afternoon. Close 
finishes came with the running of a majority of the 
races and In several of them heads and neeks sepa- 
rated the first two horses. George M. Hendrie’s 
good three-year-old. Great Britain, accounted for the 
feature race, a dash of one mile, which lie won with 
consummate ease. In liis race this afternoon Great 
Britain was ridden by Obert, who bad him under 
stout restraint all the way. He indulged the speedy 
Calgary with the lead until straightened out in the 
homestretch, then moved on tlie outside and, in the 
last fifty yards easily disjiosed of tlie Davies racer. 
Only a neck separated the pair at the finish, but it 
could easily have been n i-ouple of lengths had 
Obert desired it. 

A particularly close finish attended the running of 
the race for Canadian-bred two-year-olds, in which 
tlie official placing made Half Law first, Dublin Girl 
second and Liusprit third. Dublin Girl was tiring 
while Half Law was closing last, ami there were 
some who thought that tin- filly had lasted long 
enough to win. 

The steeplechase furnished a series of mishaps, 
Bayport lieing the only one of the four starters 
that finished tlie course without mishap. Promoter 
was going badly when he lost his rider at the 
sixtli fence. He was remounted onlv to again 
meet with a mishap at the ninth jump, and Ibis 
time his rider was knocked out. The colt was final- 
ly caught by his trainer. J. \V. Dayton, who finished 
the course with Dim and got second money. 

A piaster, winner of the closing dash, was bid up 
$500 over ids entered selling price of $000 by Sam 
Louis. P. M. Civiil retained the horse. 

Trainer John Nixon of the Robert Davies stable 
lias secured a call on jockey Skirvin for the remain- 
der of the Canadian season. 

W. O. Parmer has arranged to leave for Europe 
at the conclusion of the Canadian racing season. 
His trip abroad will include England and France, 
liis mission being to secure a high-bred stallion for 
liis Edenwold Stud in Tennessee.

BARNEY SCHREIBER IN CANADA. 

“I see,” said Judge Burke last night, “that Bar- 
ney Sehreiber. who only four years ago owned more 
thoroughbreds than any man in the world, and who 
lost a fortune by the knockout administered to rac- 
ing in New York and other states, is still ‘in the 
ring,’ and writes me here lliat lie is at Woodbine 
with a large number of thoroughbreds, including 
brothers to some of the best-known horses that ever 
raced on the American turf. These he hopes will lie 
purchased by Canadian turfmen or by Americans 
who race almost exclusively in Canada. 

“Mr. Sehreiber also lias at Woodbine a number of 
broodmares in foal, and in- lias good reason to think 
that those Canadians who always are seeking to will 
the King's Plate, cither at Montreal or Toronto, 
will do the obvious tiling and purchase broodmares 
in foal, so that next spring, when the young racers 
are horn, they will lie eligible to tlie great races 
run eaeli year at Montreal, Toronto and Windsor, 
which arc limited to Canadian-breds. It is only a 
year ago that a eolt foaled at Barrie. Out., tlie 
property of tlie Messrs. Dymeinnt, won tie- King’s 
Plate at Toronto and thereby canoed everlasting 
pleasure to liis owner, who personally received from 
tlie Duke of Connaught on that occasion the coveted 
piece of parchment signed by King George, which 
authorized the ladder of it to draw the sum of fifty 
guineas from tlie king's treasury. This was in ad- 
dition to tlie club's $4,000 to tlie winner. The eolt 
referred to was Heresy, wiiose dam was in foal to 
Sain when the Messrs. Dyment purchased her. 

“The efforts of the Ontario Jockey Club, tlie 
Montreal Jockey Club and now the Windsor Jockey 
Cluli to substantially reward (lie men who produce 
in Canada horses good enough to win suelt races as 
tlie King's Plate and the Windsor Double Event, to 
say nothing of many other races for Canadian-breds. 
must result in large iniimrtatlons into Canada of 
much of the best racing blood in Ihe Slates, ami in 
this way it is palpable that racing is really lieing 
carried on in Canada for tlie purpose of improving 
the breed. 

“I have reason to think that at Hamilton. Ottawa 
and Fort Erie even more liberal provision than dver 
liefore will lie made for Canadian-breds. So Mr. 
Sehreiber in bringing to Canada liis broodmares, is 
exhibiting his well-known shrewdness.” — Montreal 
Gazette.

SALE OF THE ORMONDALE YEARLINGS. 

Au Epsom Derby possibility was among the year- 
lings dis|>osed of last week at the sale of W. O B. 
Maedonough’s Ormoiidalc yearlings at Sbcepsltead 
Bay. It may have been the glamour of the classic 
engagement that caused the chestnut colt by Duke of 
Ormonde — Retieella to realize by far the highest 
price of the sale, as the whole lot contained many 
good looking racing prospects which had been fat- 
tened on California hay and alfalfa until they bore 
the appearance of three-year-olds rather than year- 
lings. 

There was spirited bidding for the bright chest- 
nut that, it he trains on. may cross the ocean to 
try for the blue riband of the turf. Unmistakably 
a well bred one and a good looker to boot there 
were many who thought he had too much white in 
his makeup to be au ideal racer. The colt is a half 
brother to Ties Pinos which won the Hampton and 
Reading Nursery Stakes in England as a two-year- 
old. Back of this is the distinction gained by his 
grandsire. the Derby winner Ormonde. The colt 
finally was knocked down to the Quincy Stable for 
$2,500. 

Former jockey George Odom paid the next highest 
price for a bay or brown colt by Peep o’Day — Love- 
light. J. E. Davis living the contending bidder. The 
latter stopped at $1.05(1 and Odom got the colt for 
an advance of $50. The largest purchaser was 

Charles O'Sullivan, a comparative unknown in horse 
racing, but who admits that he lias owned horses 
before. He purchased the right to put halters on 
ten of the horses sold, but rarely went over $175 
for any one animal,. The total realized for the con- 
signment. which Included, besides the yearlings, 

five two-year-olds, was $10,225, an average of $448.
